Pres.  Wilkinson  Opens  Year's  Forums 
With  Examples  From  Personal  Life 


Inserting  humorous  quips  and 
|f, jests,  BYU  President  Ernest  L. 
r Wilkinson  credited  the  rescue  of 
j “the  young  man  who  was  raised  in 
i Hell’s  Half  Acre,  who  engaged  in 
I cock-fighting,  associated  with  cri- 
minals, spent  his  time  with  pals 
who  had  no  real  purpose  in  life 
and  who  could  have  followed  in 
their  footsteps,”  mainly  to  hard 
work  and  the  Church. 

Pres.  Wilkinson  addressed  the 
i forum  assembly  Thursday  as  the 
: year’s  first  speaker. 

I “I  make  this  confession  to  you 
: today,”  Pres.  Wilkinson  stated, 

I “because  if  there  are  any  of  you 
; who  find  that  you  are  slaves  to  per- 
Inicious  habits,  or  have  associa- 
jtions  which  you  must  sever,  or 
jnew  resolutions  which  you  must 
■ effect,  I offer  myself  as  an  ex- 
! ample  that  it  can  be  done.” 

APPRECIATES  MOTHER 

I Pres.  Wilkinson  expressed  ap- 
jpreciation  to  his  “angel  mother” 
W'ho  brought  him  under  the  influ- 
ience  of  the  Church  in  his  teens. 
At  15  years  of  age  he  became  the 
assistant  Sunday  School  Superin- 
:endent  of  his  ward  and  his  school 
ivork  suffered  as  he  accepted  posi- 
jions  as  student  body  president 
and  newspaper  editor. 

It  was  his  immigrant  father  who 
aught  him  the  habit  of  hard  work. 
‘My  father,  despite  his  shortcom- 
ngs  and  inactivity  for  sometimes 
n the  Church,  was  the  hardest 
v’orking  man  I have  ever  known.” 
“In  order  to  see  that  his  children 
btained  the  education  our  saintly 
nother  desired,”  continued  Pres. 
I'ilkinson,  “Father,  until  he  was 
1 ii-j'leventy  years  of  age  generally 
:'eld  two  full-time  jobs  simultane- 
’•lusly.” 


In  the  introduction  by  Admini- 
strative Assistant  to  Wilkinson, 
Pres.  Stephen  R.  Covey,  revealed 
how  Pres.  Wilkinson,  had  followed 
and  acquired  his  father’s  drive.  A 
tabulation  of  hours  and  days  show- 
ed that  the  president  had  put  forth 
far  more  hours  than  the  normal 
5-day,  8-hour  per  day,  worker.  In 
years,  the  president  has  crowded 
into  16  years,  26  years  of  work. 

“The  opportunity  to  work  is 
God’s  greatest  gift  to  man,  and 
this  means  six  days  a week,”  said 
Pres.  Wilkinson. 

He  continued  by  saying  “If  you 
develop  the  habit  of  work,  it  will 
be  the  most  invigorating,  satisfy- 
ing, relaxing,  and  greatest  bless- 
ing of  your  life.” 

TAKE  OPPORTUNITIES 

Along  with  bearing  his  testimony 
to  the  value  of  tithing.  Pres.  Wil- 
kinson, backed  with  experiences, 
stated,  “Many  of  you  will  now 
have  to  make  decisions,  some  for 
the  first  time.  Don’t  shrink  from  it; 
seize  the  opportunity,  but  do  it 
cautiously  and  prayerfully,  with 
all  the  advice  you  can  get.” 

The  president  closed  by  telling 
of  the  time  when  he  was  struck 
with  a fatal  disease. 

“I  promised  my  Heavenly  Fath- 
er that  if  He  would  spare  my  life, 

I would  serve  this  institution  if 
ever  the  opportunity  presented  it- 
self. Little  did  I realize  that  about 
thirty  years  later  I w'ould  be  ap- 
pointed president  of  Brigham 


Yeung  University,  and  that  my 
office  would  be  the  room  where  I 
w'as  re.stored  to  health.” 

“I  humbly  hope  that  in  that  cap- 
acity I have  kept  my  promise.”' 

GRATEFUL  STUDENTBODY 

The  packed  fieldhouse  responded 
with  a thundering  barrage  of  ap- 
plause. 

The  opening  remarks  of  Pres. 
Wiikinson  included  personal  greet- 
ings from  President  David  0.  Mc- 
Kay lo  the  studentbody.  He  also 
reiterated  a statement  made  by 
Pres.  McKay  after  a recent  visit 
when  he  said,  “You  not  only  have 
the  greatest  studentbody  led  by  the 
finest  faculty,  but  you  now  have 
the  most  beautiful  campus.  This 
has  been  one  of  the  most  memor- 
able days  of  my  life.” 


Five  thousand  BYU  students 
have  been  awarded  prizes  by  the 
merchants  of  Provo.  The  only 
catch  is,  the  students  must  locate 
the  merchandise  today  and  Satur- 
day, or  they’ll  never  see  it. 

Extending  a warm  welcome  to 
the  studentbody,  56  downtown 
stores  are  offering  over  $10,000  in 
prizes  and  selling  merchandise  at 
reduced  rates. 

The  two  day  sale  and  prize  fest- 
ival is  called  the  BYU  Days  Down- 
town and  is  sponsored  by  the  Pro- 
vo Retail  Merchants  Council  and 
the  Provo  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

RED  CARPET 

According  to  Dal  Clark,  chair- 
man of  the  BYU  Days  and  vice- 
president  of  Clark’s  Stores,  the 
annual  event  is  an  effort  by  busi- 
nessmen to  let  Y students  know  the 
“red  carpet”  is  out  to  welcome 
them  • and  to  acquaint  them  with 
the  various  stores  and  services 
available  in  Provo. 

During  the  two  days  parking 
meters  will  not  be  checked  by  the 
police  department  but  will  be  cov- 
ered with  paper  bags. 

Among  prizes  offered,  Taylor’s 
Department  Store  has  the  largest 
offering,  totaling  about  $3,000  in 
merchandise. 

Clark’s  is  offering  170  prizes 
worth  $1,000,  the  most  valuable  of 
which  is  a pair  of  Head  skis.

Many  of  the  54  other  stores  offer- 
ing prizes  will  be  giving  away 
cider  and  doughnuts  Saturday. 

McDonald’s  drive  in  will  award 
1,000  free  hamburgers  to  BYU 
students  the  same  day. 

Bill  Wotherspoon,  manager  of  the 


Chamber  of  Commerce,  said  that 
lists  of  students  and  the  prizes 
they  have  won  will  be  posted  in  all 
participating  stores. 

A total  of  5,000  names  and  stu- 
dent numbers  were  provided  by 
the  University  IBM  from  scram- 
bled registration  roles.  The  names 
v/ere  arbitrarily  assigned  to  storqy, 
although  in  some  cases  names 
were  separated  according  to  sex 
and  given  to  men’s  and  women’s 
shops  accordingly. 

FRIZES  ASSIGNED 

In  some  stores  names  have  been 
assigned  prizes,  while  in  others 
they  will  be  given  on  a first  come, 
first  serve  basis. 

To  publicize  the  BYU  Days 
Downtown,  all  three  Provo  radio 
stations  will  be  broadcasting  from 
downtown,  while  the  Provo  Herald 
distributed  15,000  extra  copies  of 
their  Thursday  edition  throughout 
the  campus  and  University  housing 
areas.  'The  paper  will  contain  a 
special  insert  listing  bus  routes, 
schedules  and  information  on  Pro- 
vo in  general. 

According  to  Wotherspoon,  the 
downtown  area  participating  is 
from  Third  North  on  University 
Ave  to  Fourth  West  on  Center  St. 
Some  stores  on  Ninth  East  will  also 
be  involved,  as  well  as  some  other 
stores  scattered  throughout  Provo.

President  Wilkinson’s  annual  address 
Thursday  was  well-received  by  faculty  and 
students  who  attended  the  first  forum  ol 
the  year. 

It  proved  a rare  insight  into  the  life  of 
an  amazzing  man  who  has  made  many  good 
transformations  at  this  University  dunng 
his  tenure  as  president. 

We  feel  very  positive  about  a trend  that 
may  be  developing  with  not  only  this  speech, 
but  which  began  other  forum  and  devotional 
guests  during  the  latter  part  of  last  year. 

Instead  of  attacking  controversial  ques- 
tions or  conflicts  which  might  involve  a 
small  number  of  BYU  students,  speakers 
related  stirring  and  often  faith-promoting 
experiences  of  their  personal  lives. 

President  Wilkinson’s  address  last  year 
outlined  certain  practices  which  would  not 
be  acceptable  on  the  BYU  campus,  and 
certain  standards  which  students  should 
follow. 

We  feel  that  there  has  been  a strong 
indication  these  standaixls  were  maintained 
b ythe  majority  of  BYU  students  both  be- 
fore and  after  his  address. 

And  we  sense  that  hopefully  there  is  no 
need  now  to  stress  these  principles  because 
they  are  being  accepted  and  lived  here. 

But  the  biggest  benefit,  in  the  instance 
of  President  Wilkinson’s  address,  was  the 
opportunity  to  get  to  know  Ernest  L.  Wil- 
kinson, The  Man,  rather  than  hear  from  the 
BYU  president. 


Many  students  were  able  to  feel  better 
acquainted  and  really  emphathetic  with 
President  Wilkinson  tlian  they  had  in  three 
or  four  years  of  attending  this  university. 

Lvnn  Southam,  ASBYU  student  body 
president,  in  the  best  talk  delivered  during 
four  days  of  Leadership  Conference,  urged 
student  leaders  at  Fish  Lake  to  “get  ^ to 
know  me  as  as  a person,  irot  an  office.” 

He  also  related  personal  experiences  that 
gave  everyone  a chance  to  know  “Lynn 
Southam,  The  Man.” 

And  the  point  he  makes  is  a valid  one. 

The  new  dynamic  leadership  principles 
being  emphasized  in  business  and  colleges 
throughout  the  world  clearly  indicate  the 
importance  of  dealing  with  each  other  as 
humans. 

Too  many  times  the  high  walls  of  posi- 
tion, status,  and  rank  create  barriers  to 
communication  and  understanding — thus 
blocking  any  real  progress. 

President  Wilkinson  Thursday  helped 
to  knock  some  barriers  down  for  other 
people. 

And  everybody  could  well  follow  his  ex- 
ample. We  need  to  know  each  other  as  fellow 
beings,  not  as  the  graduate  assistant,  the 
classmate,  the  professor,  the  department 
chainnan. 

Many  might  dispute  such  openness.  But 
■ it  appears  it  would  solve  a lot  of  problems 
on  this  campus  and  throughout  the  world.

Brigham  Young  University’s  athletic  teams  achieved 
lan  astonishing"  record  during  the  1965-66  school  year. 

The  overall  win-loss  mark  of  the  Cougar  squads 
was  121-40,  and  included  conference- championships  in 
(four  sports,  second  place  finishes  in  five  others,  and  a 
Third  place  in  another. 

BYU  teams  were  ranked  nationally  at  one  time  or 
another  in  no  less  than  seven  different  sports. 

YEAR’S  HIGHLIGHT 

Probably  the  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  mag- 
nanimous victory  of  Coach  Stan  Watts’  casaba  squad  in 
'the  National  Invitational  Tournament  in  New  York  last 
TVIarch. 

The  Cougar  tracksters, — guided  by  Coach  Clarence 
Robison — which  have  for  many  years  been  one  of  the 
strong  standard  bearers  of  BYU  sports  prominence, 
brought  more  glory  to  the  school  by  placing  second  in 
the  nation  in  last  summer’s  NCAA  championships. 

A superb  come-through  performance  by  the  Y wrestl- 
ing team  and  by  the  underdog  golf  and  tennis  squads  re- 
sulted in  conference  titles  and  in  post-season  recognition. 

WITHIN  EYELASH 

The  Cougar  athletes  in  basketball,  cross  country, 
gymnastics,  track,  and  baseball  (Northern  Division  of 
the  Western  Athletic  Conference)  came  within  an  eye- 
iash  of  earning  first  place  honors  in  the  WAC,  and  the 
if  swimmers  placed  a strong  third  in  their  first  year 
)f  competition  since  the  ’20’s. 

BYU  teams  in  the  non-varsity  sports  performed 
;_reditably  also.  The  vollyball  squad,  under  the  direc- 
;ion  of  Coach  John  Lowell — now  Athletic  Director  of 
he  Church  College  of  Hawaii — placed  third  in  the 
'^CAA  finals. 

Volumes  could  be  written  about  the  many  outstand- 
ng  and  inspired  accomplishments  of  the  competitors 
■epresenting  BYU  in  intercollegiate  athletics  during 
he  past  scholastic  year. 

GRIDDERS  KEY 

But  perhaps  one  of  the  real  keys  to  the  exceptional 
uccess  of  the  BYU  sports  year  was  the  astounding 
imrge  of  Coach  Tommy  Hudspeth’s  gritty,  talented  band 
f gridiron  warriors. 

Accomplishing  a large  economy-sized  sports  miracle, 
Joach  Hudspeth  and  his  very  capable  staff  transformed 

1 dooiTuat  football  team  into  a championship  article. 
BYU  had  never  won  a league  title,  and  the  last  win- 

img  season  for  a Cougar  football  team  was  1958,  when 
he  Blue  and  White  tallied  a 6-4  record. 

The  Cougar  grid  squad  had  finished  dead  last  in 
963  and  1964,  and  was  eveiybody’s  choice  to  repeat 
he  ignominy  in  1965. 

CAME  TO  STAY 

But  the  new  Y mentor  had  “come  to  stay”,  as  he 
limself  put  it  when  he  took  over  the  fortunes  of  BYU 
ootball. 

The  Cougars  had  an  imposing  task  awaiting  them 
n 1966— four  of  five  WAC  games  on  the  road,  where 
3YU  grid  teams  had  often  met  their  collective  Waterloo. 

GUNS  AND  GUTS 

But  Coach  Hudspeth’s  determined  gang  had  the  guns 
nd  the  guts  to  overcome  the  obstacles,  coming  through 
dth  trimphs  in  three  of  the  four  road  contests  to  place 
indisputeci  claim  to  the  conference  title. 

The  Y coaching  staff  came  up  with  an  offense  so 
otent  that  the  Cougars  wound  up  fourth  in  the  nation 
3 total  yards  gained,  and  ninth  in  passing. 

Among  all  the  glory  and  honors  and  rewards  be- 
itting  such  achievements,  one  event  stands  out  for  the 

gridiron  group:  beating  Utah,  25-20 — only  the  third 
tougar  victory  in  41  attempts. 

Quite  a season. 

PROBLEMS  REVERSED 

But  1966’s  problem  will  be  reversed  from  those  of 
tst  year. 

“This  time  around,  for  perhaps  the  first  time,”  smiles 
oach  Hudspeth,  “nobody  will  be  looking  past  BYU.” 

On  the  contrary,  everybody  points  for  the  conference 
aarnp — ask  Coach  Watts. 

And  nobody  likes  to  get  beat  by  Brigham  Young, 
.sk  San  Jose  State.  Or  Utah. 

But  the  twinkle  in  Coach  Hudspeth’s  eye  is  a warning

Worth  his  while  is  a reportedly 
$20,000  to  sign  plus  yearly  con- 


tract. John  will  continue  his  studies 
at  BYU  and  help  coach  the  fresh- 
man football  team. 

Frank  Lolich  succumbed  to  the 
urgings  of  the  New  York  Mets, 
cutting  his  college  eligibility  short 
with  a crack  at  the  majors. 

The  Lolich  name  is  not  a new- 
comer to  the  annuals  of  profession- 
al baseball.  Frank  has  a brother 
who  plays  infield  for  the  White 
Sox  and  a cousin  who  is  a chuck- 
er  with  the  Detroit  Tigers. 

Frank  signed  for  an  estimated 
$5,000. 

The  Yankees  and  the  Baltimore 
Orioles  have  reportedly  been  after 
Tom  Weir — catcher  turned  out- 
fielder on  last  season’s  nine— for 
two  years.

'Americans  Set  Pace 
In  Education" 


American  universities  are  set- 
ting the  pace  in  public  education 
for  the  entire  world  Dr.  James  C. 
Fletcher,  president  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Utah,  told  BYU  graduate 
students  Thursday  night. 

At  a special  meeting  of  the  grad- 
uate class  in  the  Wilkinson  Center 
Dr.  Fletcher  said  the  American 
University  has  become  a prototype. 
Educators  the  world  over  are  fol- 
lowing the  system  developed  in  the 
United  States  which  is  aimed  at 
the  public  education  of  all  people, 
he  explained. 

Dr.  Fletcher,  a noted  physicist 
and  former  student  of  the  BYU, 
said  church  universities  should 
function  in  two  roles: 

0 They  should  help  in  the  eco- 


nomic and  cultural  development 
of  the  state  because  this  develop- 
ment does  credit  to  the  stature 
of  the  state. 

^ They  should  add  to  the  stature 
of  the  church  by  developing  high 
quality  in  specific  disciplines. 

He  explained  that  the  state-sup- 
ported university  must  relate  its 
program  to  the  needs  of  the  state. 
These  institutions  must  provide 
youngsters  of  the  state  with  train- 
ing preparing  them  for  a proper 
way  of  life  and  thus  will  have  an 
important  effect  on  the  economic 
and  cultural  development  of  the 
state.  Dr.  Fletcher  declared  . 

The  meeting  was  conducted  by 
Dr.  Wesley  P.  Lloyd,  dean  of  the 
BYU  graduate  school.
